The Young Marines were Master Sergeant L. 
Jackson, Corporal P. Johnson, Lance Corporal K. 
Dubois, and Lance Corporal N. Stone. The Old-Time 
Marines were Rocky Snow, Jack Ramsey, Carl Butler, 
Joe Willis, Klaus Maurer, and Rutovich. The Mayor 
brought coffee and donuts for the troops and person¬ 
ally provided lunch after the job was complete. 

A request has been made to the Beautification 
Committee by Joe Fortunato, an Agawam'High 
School student and the Eagle Scout who originally 
landscaped, put up the flag poles, and raised the 
money for the flags. Fortunato has sent letters to 
George Bitzas of the Beautification Committee to 
request a replacement of the flags at an estimated 
cost of about $200. 

A few months ago, Rutovich, an Agawam resident, 
noticed a flag hanging from one hock at Valley View 
Senior Housing in Feeding Hills, and he also noticed 
a flag hanging incorrectly at Brady Village in Feeding 
Hills. He made temporary repairs one Sunday, and on 
the following Monday, he went to the Town Hall to ask 
who was responsible for these flags. 

"At that time, I noticed yet another flag hanging in 
front of the Town Hall," Rutovich told The Agawam 
Advertiser News. "The Mayor explained that Chris 
Quatrone (Agawam Housing Authority Executive 
Director) would be the person to talk with about flags 
at housing authorities. The Mayor also explained that 
the trees were hanging up the flags, but that 
Agawam’s Department of Public Works had no tree 
crew or bucket truck,” he continued. 

Rutovich is now working with Quatrone to correct 
the five flags under the auspices of the Agawam 
Housing Authority, and two flags have been fixed. He 
does not plan to stop there: a flag at the Agawam 
Senior Center is missing because of rope deteriora¬ 
tion. Rutovich noted that any citizen can take on the 
responsibility of getting a flag to hang correctly or to 
look into replacing a flag that is frayed. 

Rutovich is judge advocate for Detachment 141 
Marine Corps League in Westfield. 

“We have an extensive flag program. We accept 
retired flags and also go to area schools to present 
flag programs for elementary students," he stated.

Exit - a way out!

In the event of a fire, survival time may be meas¬ 
ured in only seconds. Make sure to make a note of 
several exits whenever you enter a restaurant, store, 
theater, or any other public building. Each building 
has many different characteristics, which can mean 
different evacuation routes. In most cases, you only 
have a few moments to decide on your actions; by 
knowing several exits, you ma^ be able to avoid 
crowded main exits. Also, once the alarm sounds, do 
not delay in making your way toward an exit. In the 
event of an actual emergency, your actions could 
save your life. As you evacuate, if you encounter 
smoke, get down and crawl below the smoke. In most 
fires, it’s the smoke and gases that injure and kill, not 
the flames. Another enemy is the elevator - it can trap 
you! Always use the stairs to evacuate. The Agawam 
Fire Department encourages you to start making it a 
practice to plan your escape from wherever you are.

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L.E.P.C. details procedures for 
large-scale emergencies

Chet Nicora of the Agawam Call Fire Department 
was asked last summer to serve as emergency direc¬ 
tor of the Local Emergency Planning Committee, or 
L.E.P.C., by Mayor Cohen. The function of the 
L.E.P.C. is the management of major disasters, and 
there are procedures in place for just about any emer¬ 
gency one might imagine. 

After September 11th, greater emphasis was 
placed on the community’s emergency management 
capabilities, and since June 2002, the Agawam Office 
of Emergency Management, located at the Agawam 
Police Station, has been preparing for dozens of con¬ 
tingencies while finalizing compliance with the state 
and federal guidelines for emergency management. 

The news has focused attention not only on 
weapons of mass destruction, but on the potential for 
chemical, biological, or nuclear assaut. Within the 
past few months, the public was advised by the media 
to purchase tape and plastic to supposedly create a 
home or room that would be safe from these sub : . 
stances, if they become a threat. 

Unfortunately, many people began to panic, and 
who would not, trying to imaging hiding behind plastic 
and tape? 

Not unlike other communities, some Agawam resi¬ 
dents have contacted, Nicora to ask what is being 
done about possible threats such as chemical attack. 
Agawam residents can rest assured there have been 
procedures in place for many years, but they have 
been stepped up since 9/11 and the L.E.P.C. has been 
working on the Comprehensive Emergency 
Management Plan, with procedures for major disas¬ 
ters. 

“We’ve identified all nursing homes, such as 
Heritage hall, assisted living facilities, such as Quail 
Run Estates, and housing for the elderly, such as 
Meadowbrook Manor. In case of emergency, the 
Agawam Junior High School would be the primary 
shelter. There is a generator there for power and facil¬ 
ities to accommodate large groups of residents. 

“There are over 100 cots, 100 blankets, emergency 
overnight kits, and other equipment such as televi¬ 
sions and VCRs to entertain kids. The kitchen facilities 
can accomodate the needs of many people, and as 
soon as we were to know we were going to open the 
shelter, the Red Cross could be notified and would

assist us in operating the shelter," Nicora said. 

“People could go to the Emergency Operations 
Center at the Police Station for information,” he con¬ 
tinued. “But the E.O.C. is not a shelter. It is an opera¬ 
tions center where the Police, Fire Department, and 
Dept, of Public Utilities can keep in touch with workers 
by radio to respond to the emergency at hand, and 
where the mayor, other local officials, civil defense, 
public health, transportation, school departments, 
Red Cross, and environmental professionals, as well 
as representatives of facilities subject to the emer¬ 
gency planning requirements, community groups, and 
the media can convene and keep the public informed. 
The Emergency Operations Center in Agawam was 
activated during the last big snowstorm on President’s 
Day,” noted Nicora. 

As emergency management director, Nicrora has 
been taking advantage of seminars and classes made 
available through M.E.M.A. (Massachusetts 
Emergency Management Agency) to provide up-to- 
date information regarding trends in emergency man¬ 
agement. Some such courses are called “Coping With 
Terrorism” and “Biological Warfare.” 

“There are tabletop exercises to simulate a disaster 
and how emergency personnel would handle it,” 
Nicora explained. "It might involve a hazardous mate¬ 
rial spill and we might exercise how to cope with 
evacuating an area, how to protect and house those 
evacuated, and the actual protection that might be 
used, such as self-contained breathing equipment for 
the rescuers." 

The event must be substantial in order for the 
L.E.P.C. to become involved, such as a serious power 
outage, a dangerous storm, or another emergency 
that could seriously affect the community. “Our 
Emergency Operations Center would be staffed by 
local residents who would keep in touch with local util¬ 
ity companies and would inform the public if and when 
to proceed to the town shelter,” Nicora explained. 

The Emergency Planning and Community Right to 
Know Act falls under the Chemical Emergency 
Preparedness and Prevention section of the 
Environmental Protection Agency and was passed in 
response to concerns regarding the environmental 
and safety hazards posed by the storage and han¬ 
dling of toxic chemicals.

Superintendent explains district report cards

At AHSparking lot... 

“Household

The Town of Agawam will be conducting a 
‘‘Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day” on 
Saturday, April 19th, from 9:00 a.m. to 12:00 noon by 
appointment only.

Proof of Agawam residency will be required, and 
no commercial businesses will be allowed to partici¬ 
pate. Each household will be limited to a quantity of 
waste equal to 25 gallons liquid or 25 pounds solid.

From the house: Rubber cement; photo chemi¬ 
cals; furniture polish; oven cleaner; drain/toilet clean¬ 
ers; rup/upholstery cleaners; fluorescent lightbulbs.

roofing tar.

Superintendent of Schools Dr. Mary Czajkowski 
has announced that, in accordance with the federal 
legislation known as the “No Child Left Behind Act,” 
signed into law by President George W. Bush in 
January 2002, school districts must disseminate 
annual report cards to parents and to the community. 

She told The Agawam Advertiser News that the dis¬ 
trict report card can be seen on the website at 
www.aaawamDublicschools.orQ . along with the level 
service budget totalling $28,805,165, approved by the 
School Committee at its April 8th meeting, with just 
one dissenting vote, from Mayor Richard A. Cohen. 

The first annual report card for our school district 
contains the following data: 

* Student achievement on state academic assess¬ 
ments by proficiency level 

* Adequate yearly performance by school 

* Professional qualifications of teachers 

This year’s district report card became available 
later in the school year than it will in future years, due 
to the timing of the Act’s passing. In the future, it is 
expected that the district report cards will be distrib¬ 
uted in the beginning of each school year, according 
to Dr. Czajkowski. 

The results of the district report cards are based on 
student achievement on the Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment System (M.C.A.S.) test, 
the percentage of core academic classes taught by 
highly qualified teachers, and professional qualifica¬ 
tions of the teachers. 

The term “Adequate Yearly Progress” is abbreviat¬ 
ed as “AYP” in the report card and is a standard or 
form of accountability that schools must meet through 
school assessments by the Department of Education. 
“All of our schools have met the requirements of 
‘Adequate Yearly Progress,'” Dr. Czajkowski noted. 

According to the criteria of the “No Child Left 
Behind Act," teachers are considered highly qualified 
if they have a valid Massachusetts Teacher's License 


and can demonstrate subject matter competency in 
the areas they teach. For example, a teacher would 
need to be certified in math, to have taken math con¬ 
tent courses, to have demonstrated competency, and 
to teach math. 

The “No Child Left Behind Act" defines the CORE 
academic areas as English, reading or language arts, 
mathematics, science, foreign language, civics and 
governments, economics, arts, history, and geogra¬ 
phy. 

As reflected in the district report card, 94.1 percent 
of the 364 Agawam district teachers are highly-quali¬ 
fied. The 24 or 25 teachers not included in that cate¬ 
gory are on waivers, which means they can still teach 
but are waiting for their certification to be approved by 
the Department of Education. 

The mission statement of the Agawam Public 
Schools is also included in the district report card, 
stating, “The Agawam School System, in cooperation 
with parents, staff, and community, will provide the 
students in our town’s public schools with challenging 
opportunities, academic excellence, and a safe, posi¬ 
tive learning environment. Agawam will encourage 
students to achieve their maximum potential so that 
they may become lifelong learners and responsible 
citizens in an ever-changing and diverse world.” 

Dr. Czajkowski added in her “Superintendent’s 
Notes” at the School Committee’s April 8th meeting, 
“The more parents and taxpayers know about the 
academic achievement of their children and the over¬ 
all condition of schools, including safety and teacher 
quality, the more likely they will want to be involved in 
the public school system. Equipped with information 
on academic results, parents can make better choic¬ 
es and decisions for their children and their schools. 
District and school report cards are a key way to com¬ 
municate this information and to hold schools 
accountable for results."

Agawam resident donates books 
to Roswell Civil War Round Table 


Joyce Colburn of Beekman Place Estates, 
Agawam, the widow of Robert Colburn, recently made 
a donation of tremendous literary significance to a 
local group whose specific interest is the American 
Civil War. Mrs. Colburn donated her late husband’s 
library of approximately 200 Civil War books, maga¬ 
zines, and videos to the Roswell Civil War Round 
Table of Agawam. 

Robert Colburn was an enthusiastic reader and col¬ 
lector of literature and materials relating to the Civil 
War, and he had accumulated an extensive library. He 
and his wife would frequently visit a Civil War battle¬ 
field, and he would add to his library by purchasing 
the latest releases to the realm of Civil War literature. 
His interest was heightened by his own pursuit to write 
and publish a book on the Civil War. To keep his mem¬ 
ory and spirit alive, Mrs. Colburn decided to donate 
his complete library to the Round Table in the hope 
that others would benefit. 

The grateful recipient of Mrs. Colburn’s generous 
gift is Wendell G. Haire of Elm Street, Agawam, 
founder of the Roswell Civil War Round Table. 

“The books will become the core of a Round Table 
lending library, and will be made available to patrons 
of the library at no charge," said Haire. The first series 
of books available fpf loan were presented to partici¬ 
pants of the Round Table at their most recent meeting 
on Wednesday, April 9th, at the American Legion Hall 
(Post 185) on Springfield Street, Agawam. The Round 
Table had a guest speaker that evening, Professor 
Tom Bailey of Leominster, MA, who gave his presen¬ 
tation of “Secession” to those in attendance. 

The Roswell Civil War Round Table had its first 
meeting on October 24, 2002 at the Captain Charles 
Leonard House, 663 Main Street, Agawam, and has 
maintained a monthly meeting schedule since then. In 
January of 2003, the Round Table moved its meeting 
location to the American Legion, and has had regular 
meetings there on every second Wednesday of the 
month. 

To date, the Round Table has had various speakers 
who have offered presentations on subjects ranging 
from the USS Agawam (a river gunboat during the 
Civil War) to Civil War medicine. 

The May meeting will be an evening of Civil War 
story and song offered by local re-enactor Stanley 
Svec. In June, the Round Table will host its first annu¬ 
al Summer Banquet Buffet at the American Legion, as 
it closes it first season. A local re-enactment group, 
the 10th Massachusetts, will practice drill maneuvers 
in the parking lot that evening before the banquet. 
(The Round Table will not have meetings during the 
months of July and August, and will open its next sea¬ 
son in September of 2003.) 

As an avid Civil War enthusiast, Haire stated that 
he has always wanted to join a Round Table, but he 
could not find one currently in existence in the 
Western Massachusetts/Pioneer Valley area.

The name originated 
after Haire recently discovered that he had a distant 
relative, Roswell Haire, Jr. of Belfast, Maine, who 
fought and died during the Battle of Gettysburg as a 
private of Company D of the 19th Maine Volunteer 
Regiment. Roswell Haire's influence has been a con¬ 
stant inspiration to Wendell G. Haire’s numerous Civil 
War projects and interests.

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South Pole cancer 
survivor to speak 
at Jimmy Fund event

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Because He lives, I can face tomorrow 


In the aftermath of the crucifixion of Jesus Christ on 
the first Good Friday, the followers of Jesus were in 
complete disarray. This should be by no means sur¬ 
prising. What had seemed to be too wonderful to be 
true had come to a crashing halt. Jesus' followers had 
thought that Jesus was a unique individual who would 
change everything. Now, He was dead. 

Some of the women who had been part of Jesus’ 
group now fell into their customary caretaker roles. 
When the sabbath was over, Mary Magdalene, and 
Mary the mother of James, and Salome bought 
spices, so that they might go and anoint Jesus. 
And very early on the first day of the week, when 
the sun had risen, they went to the tomb. They had 
been saying to one another, “Who will roll away 
the stone for us from the entrance to the tomb?" 

In a crisis, it is often the women who are strong. 
While the men were stunned into inactivity, the 
women began functioning. There were things to do 
and they went to do them. No doubt they too were in 
shock. They went to Jesus’ tomb without any idea of 
how to get to His body to give it the proper treatment 
for burial. But numb from grief as they were, they went 
to the grave. 

What the women found surprised them. They had 
wondered who might help them remove the stone that 
served as the door for Jesus’ tomb. Perhaps they had 
also feared encountering Roman soldiers, or some of 
the religious leaders who would block their way. Not in 
a million years did these bereaved women expect 
they would see an angel. 

When they looked up, they saw that the stone, 
which was very large, had already been rolled 
back. As they entered the tomb, they saw a young 
man, dressed in a white robe, sitting on the right 
side; and they were alarmed. Not realizing that they 
were speaking to an angel, the women asked where 
Jesus’ body was. Maybe they thought that Joseph of 
Arimathea had had a change of heart when he volun¬ 
teered his own gravesite for Jesus. They just didn’t 
know where He was. 

That first Easter was a day full of surprises. How 
long it took for the words of the angel to sink in we do 
not know, but they must have sounded like music to 
the women’s ears! But he said to them, “Do not be 
alarmed; you are looking for Jesus of Nazareth, 
who was crucified. He has been raised; He is not 
here. Look, there is the place they laid Him. But 

* * * 
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go, tell His disciples and Peter that He is going 
ahead of you to Galilee; there you will see Him, 
just as He told you." 

“And Peter...” The Apostle Peter had tried so hard 
to be there for Jesus on so many occasions, but he 
seemed to constantly miss the mark. Then, when it 
seemed to Peter that Jesus needed him most of all, 
Peter had denied even knowing Him. Not just once, 
but three times. Oh, if only Peter could have that 
moment in time back, he would have done it different¬ 
ly! That’s how it is for us, too. The stories of our lives 
are dominated by brief moments; and we can’t take 
them back either. 

Maybe others might have given up on Peter, but 
not Jesus! God won’t give up on us either, regardless 
of who else does. Psalm 27 says in part: Though my 
father and mother forsake me, the Lord will 
receive me. Teach me Your way, o Lord, lead me in 
a straight path. There’s a Gospel song that pro¬ 
claims, “Because He lives, I can face tomorrow.” No 
doubt that would have been Peter's theme song, and 
it can be ours as well. 

One of the messages of Easter is that God is offer¬ 
ing each of us a chance to re-orient our lives. The 
span of our lives on earth equate to just a moment of 
time in terms of eternity, and the big picture should be 
our focus. If you have been raised with Christ, seek 
the things that are above, where Christ is, seated 
at the right hand of God. Set your minds on things 
that are above, not on things that are on earth, for 
you have died, and your life is hidden with Christ 
in God. When Christ who is your life is revealed, 
then you also will be revealed with Him in glory. 

Given a second chance, Peter rose to the occa¬ 
sion. Peter began to speak to the gentiles: "I truly 
understand that God shows no partiality, but in 
every nation anyone who fears Him and does what 
is right is acceptable to Him. You know the mes¬ 
sage He sent to the people of Israel, preaching 
peace by Jesus Christ - He is Lord of all. That 
message spread throughout Judea, beginning in 
Galilee after the baptism that John announced: 
how God anointed Jesus of Nazareth with the 
Holy Spirit and with power; how He went about 
doing good and healing all who were oppressed 
by the devil, for God was with Him. We are wit¬ 
nesses to all that He did both in Judea and in 
Jerusalem. They put Him to death by hanging Him 
on a tree; but God raised Him on the third day and 
allowed Him to appear, not to all the people but to 
us who were chosen by God as witnesses, and 
who ate and drank with Him after He rose from the 
dead. He commanded us to preach to the people 
and to testify that He is the one ordained by God 
as judge of the living and the dead. All the 
prophets testify about Him that everyone who 
believes in Him receives forgiveness of sins 
through His name."

Pausing At The Tomb 


They observed the tomb and how His body was laid. —Luke 23:555 

My youngest daughter and I were walking through a store a few weeks before Easter. “Look at; 
all this stuff,” she said. “Nothing but candy and bunnies. I’ll bet there’s not a tomb for sale any-' 
where in this store.” 

1 thought it was interesting that she mentioned a tomb rather than a cross or a lily as a symbol 
of Easter. She may have hit on something 1 often rush past in my haste to celebrate the resurrection. 
Jesus was placed in a tomb, and in the minds of those closest to Him that was where He was going 
to stay. 

In Luke 23 and 24, note how many times the body of Jesus and the tomb are mentioned. On that 
first Easter morning, the women came to a grave to anoint a corpse with spices for proper burial. In 
the deep sorrow of that awful finality, they were stunned by news that seemed too amazing to be 
true: “He is not here, but is risen!” (Lk. 24:6). 

Our own sorrows and shattered dreams that seem so final have been changed forever by Jesus' 
empty grave. It shouts of the victory He won over sin and death, and of the liv ing hope we have in 
Him. 

The great event of Easter is only part of the story. Its full significance comes when we first pause 
at the tomb. —DCMM

STCC’s Biotechnology program, established in 
1995, leads to an Associate in Science degree and 
provides a curriculum which includes organic chem¬ 
istry, cell biology, genetics, calculus, and microbiolo¬ 
gy, among other courses. Dr. Lisa Rapp, 
Biotechnology department chair, explains that the pro¬ 
gram offers both a career track as well as transfer 
preparation. 

Of the students who have elected the career track, 
many are now employed at MicroTest Laboratories 
in Agawam. Staff from MicroTest Laboratories, which 
recently received a sub-contract through the 
Department of Defense, have been closely involved in 
STCC’s Biotechnology program, confirming the rele¬ 


vance of its curriculum and sending several of its own 
employees to take courses in a customized, informal 
certificate program. 

Steve Richter, president of MicroTest Laboratories, 
says, “The STCC biotechnology program is a visceral 
program that is every bit as good as the large univer¬ 
sity programs. STCC students are by far the best pre¬ 
pared for the testing of biopharmaceuticals and med¬ 
ical devices."

Product liability 
Defective bungee cord hook 

As the plaintiff was securing a ladder to the top of 
his truck with a bungee cord, one of the J-shaped 
hooks deformed and sprang back into the plaintiff’s 
eye allegedly causing the plaintiff to lose that eye. 

The plaintiff produced evidence showing that the 
manufacturer had actual knowledge of the deficiency 
of these hooks, yet had taken no corrective action 
whatsoever to rectify their structural deficiency, other 
than adding a warning label tag to the bungee cords. 

The plaintiff introduced evidence of a long history 
of known failures of the hooks of the bungee cord at 
issue. These hooks were reportedly of inadequate 
tension strength to withstand the loads and forces to 
which the bungee cords cords would be subjected to 
foreseeable use. 

The case settled at mediation for the sume of 
$900,000.00

Control the costs of refinancing 


your home (Part l of 2) 


With mortgage rates at their lowest levels in 
decades, many American homeowners have opted to 
refinance their homes. In fact, according to the 
Washington, D.C.-based Mortgage Bankers 
Association, refinancing activity in 2002 increased 
more than 600 percent over 2000 levels (MBA week¬ 
ly mortgage application surveys, www.mbaa.org ). 

Refinancing your home may allow you to save 
thousands of dollars over the life of your loan. But 
high transaction fees and related refinancing costs 
may eat into your potential savings. If you’re thinking 
the time is ripe to refinance, consider some of the fol¬ 
lowing tips to help control your refinancing costs. 
SHOP AROUND FOR THE BEST DEAL 
Like a standard mortgage, a refinanced mortgage 
is basically a “product” offered by a variety of different 
financial institutions. As with other products you might 
purchase, it’s a good idea to shop around for the low¬ 
est price and the highest service to ensure that you’re 
getting the best deal. Consider contacting several 
lenders to find not only the best interest rate, but also 
the best fees and terms associated with the loan. 
Closing costs win typically average $2,000 to $3,000 


to refinance $150,000 over a 30-year term. 

If you opt for a “no-cost” or “no-fee" loan, be sure 
you know what you are buying before signing on the 
dotted line. Although such loans may not charge clos¬ 
ing costs, you’ll likely pay more in interest charges 
over the life of the loan than if you paid for closing 
costs up-front. 

CERTAIN COSTS ARE UNAVOIDABLE 

You can expect to pay several required fees during 
almost any home refinancing transaction. For exam¬ 
ple, when refinancing or applying for a new home 
mortgage, you’ll likely be charged an appraisal fee, 
which covers the costs of having an independent 
expert determine and document the market value of 
your home. Other fees include: 

* Credit report fees enable a lender to access and 
review your credit history and other financial informa¬ 
tion, which may include a credit score that reflects 
your overall credit risk. 

* “Points” are fees you pay to cover the lender’s 
administrative costs or to lower the interest rate on 
your loan. Each point equals one-percent of the 
amount borrowed. You can usually pay points in cash 
or finance them as part of your total loan amount. 

* Title insurance fees pay for an insurance policy 
that protects a lender or owner against loss in the 
event of a property ownership dispute. If a legal claim 
is made against your property, for example, title insur¬ 
ance can help cover costs for a legal defense and pay 
court costs. 

You can also expect to pay certain administrative 
costs related to the filing and processing of your loan, 
such as a loan origination fee, a title search, and 
recording fees.

“Earth-friendly’ 9 spring cleaning... 

It seems almost instinctive to want to clean out 
your home with the changing of the seasons. This is 
especially true of spring. Spring always signaled a 
time of renewal and most of us appreciate the fresh¬ 
ness of a home that has been cleaned from top to bot¬ 
tom. 

Unfortunately, most of us don’t have the time to 
scrub every surface the way Grandma did. In times 
past, people heated with coal or wood which left 
everything covered with a sooty film. In the spring, 
furniture would be placed on the lawn, scrubbed 
down, and possibly given a fresh coat of paint. Then, 
the inside would be tackled. In warmer climes, there 
would still be the residue of candles or kerosene 
lanterns that would need to be kept at bay. 

Even with cleaner heat and electric lighting, it still 
feels natural to keep the tradition going. So, where do 
we start? You’ll need to come up with a game plan. 
You probably won’t get through the process in a sin¬ 
gle day. However, if you break it up into smaller bits of 
time and enlist the help of everyone in the household, 
the task becomes more manageable. Create a mas¬ 
ter list, so everyone will know the plan. 

You’ll need to have the right tools on hand, includ¬ 
ing a good mop, vacuum, large sponges, dust pan 
and broom, an extended duster for cobwebs and 
hard-to-reach places, a step ladder, and paper tow¬ 
els. And don’t forget the household gloves. Dust and 
sweep before you clean. It makes the job easier. 

First, keep in mind that using non-toxic cleaners is 
better for your health and better for the environment. 
Vinegar is a time-tested favorite and does a fine job 
on a number of surfaces, including windows and mir¬ 
rors. To make your own solution, mix two cups water 
with a quarter cup white distilled vinegar and about a 
half-teaspoon of liquid soap in a spray bottle. Don’t 
forget to add a label so you won’t be trying to figure 
out what it is later. 

A natural solution for getting rid of musty, moldy 
odors is to mix two cups of water with two teaspoons 
of tea tree oil. You get this at most natural food stores. 
Just spray on the surface and let it do its work. The 
tea tree smell will dissipate after a couple of days and 
leave everything fresh. 

Citrus cleaners work very well, also. You can pur¬ 
chase a commercially prepared product or make your 
own by mixing two cups of water with 20 drops of cit¬ 
rus seed extract in a spray bottle. 

'' Your furniture will shine when you polish it with a 
flannel cloth (a cloth diaper works great) dipped in a 
solution of a quarter cup of vinegar with a few drops 
of real lemon oil. And straight vinegar works great for 
cleaning cutting boards or any surface you wish to 
disinfect without chemicals. 

Baking soda is a non-abrasive cleanser for coun¬ 
tertops, ovens, sinks, and even fiberglass. It’s a great 
freshener for carpets. Just sprinkle on, wait an hour 
(or even overnight), and vacuum. And if the drain is 
clogged, add one cup of baking soda and a cup of 
vinegar. Then pour a quart of boiling water down the 
drain. That’s usually enough to clear out the grime. 

Wash walls from the bottom up to avoid streaking. 
Fuller’s earth and cornstarch usually work magic on 
greasy spots, and an art gum eraser will take away 
most crayon and pencil marks. Place small knick- 
knacks in the dishwasher. If you are afraid they might 
get dislodged from their assigned space, wrap them 
in netting. 

While you’re at it, take this opportunity to get rid of 
the clutter. Items you no longer use or need can be 
donated to a worthy charity. Your home will look bet¬ 
ter, and you’ll get a tax write-off in the process.

Key lime pie... 

Mmmmmmmm.... just the thought of this dish may 
bring thoughts of Hemingway into your head. Maybe 
the memories from a cruise from a few years ago? 

In the Florida Keys, they have a different lifestyle 
than we do here in New England; things are just a lit¬ 
tle more laid back. They may seem more accommo¬ 
dating than we do, but like many Floridians, the 
thought in the back of their mind is, “We like the tourist 
dollars, but couldn’t you have stayed at home?” 

We go to the Keys for Margaritaville, the sun, the 
Hogs’ Breath Saloon, and sport fishing. However, 
many do come just for the pie. 

Key lime Pie is to be made with only Key limes; 
they really are different than regular limes. They have 
more acid in them, and that is the key to the pies. The 
higher acid content really cooks the eggs or fish used 
in the recipes. Yes, fish! You use the lime juice to 
make cerviches (this is a way to cook fish without fire, 
but that's for another column). 

Here is the recipe for real Key lime pie. Start with 2 
slightly beaten egg yolks, 2-1/2 oz. of real Key lime 
juice, and 1 can of sweetened condensed milk (14 
oz.). Mix the milk and ®gg yolks on med. speed or 
whisk vigorously. Now, add the lime juice. Mix until the 
juice is well-combined. 


Fold with a spatu¬ 
la (if necessary). 

Pour into a baked 
pie shell and allow 
to rest overnight. 

The next day, top 
with a sweetened 
meringue and bake 
until the meringue is 
golden on top. 

(Meringue is just 
egg white beaten with a bit of cream of tartar and 
sugar.) Beat until you have stiff peaks. 

You can spread on with a spatula or pipe it on for a 
designed effect. A small wedge is sufficient because 
this is a very rich dessert. 

The other item that you will want to make is a “Rum 
Runner." Your drink will be extra special because you 
have used an extraordinary product to make it. 

If you have never had a “Rum Runner,” here is the 
recipe: 1 shot of blackberry brandy, 1 shot of Bacardi 
151, 1 shot of banana liqueur, 1/2 shot of grenadine, 
and 1-1/2 oz. of Key lime juice. Fill a blender 3/4 full 
of cracked ice and pour in the mix. Now, blend until 
smooth. Decorate the glasses with fruit, and sit back 
and smell the ocean breeze. 

Remember, listen to the "Food Dude” - it is not 
what you’re eating that's most important... it is whom 
you’re dining with!

"This was fun because it was a new experience to 
be a puppeteer,” commented Christy Draghetti from 
Granger School. Robinson Park student Jessica 
Colson said, “Before this show, I didn’t know very 
much about Greek mythis, so it was fun to learn about 
Athena and Medusa. But I enjoyed performing the 
most!" Kaity Barnes from Phelps School commented, 
"I learned that all puppeteers have to dress in black, 
and that there is a space between the curtain and the 
stage so that the puppeteer can fit the puppets there. 
This is done so the curtain won’t move and the pup¬ 
pet looks like it is actually ‘standing’ on the stage. The 
Greek dancing was fun, too." 

This production included Project S.E.E. students 
from each of the four elementary schools who per¬ 
formed with shadow puppets, a life-sized Pandora 
puppet, and small rod puppets that glowed in black 
lights. They rehearsed for 2-1/2 hours and then per¬ 
formed for the audience of third- and fourth-graders at 
Clark School.

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Published poet shares expertise 
with Agawam’s elementary teachers 


On Wednesday, March 26th, Agawam’s grade 
three and four elementary teachers learned strategies 
for teaching poetry in their classrooms. Their instruc¬ 
tor was a published poet, Margaret Szumowski, an 
associate professor of English at Holyoke Community 
College.

She 
explained to teachers how the state standards and 
MCAS demands could be met by teaching poetry.

“I learned several interesting ways to encourage 
children to express themselves through poetry," com¬ 
mented Sue Nowell, a third-grade teacher from 
Granger Elementary School. 

Kathy King, a third-grade teacher from Clark 
School, said, "Margaret has given us ideas, along with 
some wonderful poems, to help us to help children 
enjoy our poetry times together.” 

Margaret said, “Teachers often enjoy writing poetry 
and in their knowledge of poetry, they can offer sup¬ 
port and confidence to children who are learning to 
read and write poems. Writing poetry is very popular 
with teenagers and college students, and it can be 
very popular with elementary students, as well. My 
own experience is that students understand and enjoy 
poetry most if they are writing poems themselves. Just 
watching someone ride a horse does not make the 
observer a good-rider. Students of all ages need prac¬ 
tice with strategies of poetry writing. I chose a number 
of exercises for teachers that I hope will be enjoyable 
as well ;as offering some new understanding of the 
techniques of poetry.” 


Mrs. Szumowski was named winner of the 2002 
Peace Corps poetry prize for her collection of poems, 

I Want This World. She has worked as a poet in area 
schools and has given workshops for teachers. She 
was the founder and organizer of the Great Books 
Program for both adults and children in the West 
Springfield Schools and library. For nine years, she 
taught in an Elms College program for gifted children. 
She has given readings at numerous locales in 
Western Massachusetts, including the Northampton 
Center for the Arts, Elms College, St. Michael’s 
Cathedral, the Springfield Arts Festival, and many 
others. 

Some of Mrs. Szumowski's poetry was inspired 
from the time she was a Peace Corps volunteer in 
Zaire and Ethiopia in the 1970s. She and her husband 
were both briefly hostages of Idi Amin when their flight 
stopped in Entebbe for refueling, and they were pres¬ 
ent in Ethiopia when Emperor Haile Selasie was 
deposed. Szumowski’s book, / Want This World, 
includes poems about their experience of being in 
Africa. 

Teachers were grateful for Mrs. Szumowski’s hand¬ 
book they received, entitled / Dreamed I Was a 
Galaxy With Stars Across My Face, that she authored 
especially for this workshop. 

“I learned some very good ideas on expanding my 
teaching of poetry. The children should benefit great¬ 
ly,” reported Mara Naglieri, a third-grade teacher from 
Robinson Park School. 

Michele T. Shepard, a Granger School fourth-grade 
teacher, commented, “Mrs. Szumowski shared 
numerous techniques and tips to encourage children 
to express their feelings in writing. I can't wait to try 
some of them out in my classroom!” 



MARGARET SZUMOWSKI, an associate 
professor of English at Holyoke Community 
College, presented strategies for teaching 
poetry during a recently program attended by 
Agawam's third- and fourth-grade teachers. 

Fourth-grade teacher Valerie Liptak shared her 
thoughts, “This was a very useful presentation. There 
are so many ways to encourage students to write, 
read, and enjoy poetry.”

AHS nine roar out to 3-0 record after wild offensive display 


The guarded whispers around the Agawam High 
baseball diamond during the prolonged pre-season 
and leading into last Sunday’s long-awaited season 
opener vs. Pittsfield High all pointed in the same 
direction - the 2003 Brownies may be one brick short 
of a full load. 

Three days later, the Brownies and Coach Peter 
Clark have exploded on the opposition like no other 
team in Clark’s six-year rein in directing traffic around 
the dugout at Harmon Smith Field. 

While it’s still early and things can certainly change 
in a hurry, this Brownie team - ranked third in the 
Springfield Republican’s Tuesday “Fab Five" poll at 3- 
0 - is certainly no flash in the pan. 

Again, it’s just three games in and there should be 
no celebrations or comparisons yet to Clark’s team of 


1999 (won Western Mass, title) and the 2001 and 
2002 teams (lost in the finals to Cathedral). But get 
these stats so far. The numbers border on the surreal. 

Forty-five runs in three games compared to 10 
against (7-0 over Pittsfield; 21-4 over East 
Longmeadow; 17-6 over West Springfield). That’s an 
average of 15 runs for the orange-and-brown; 3.3 for 
everyone else. 

Thirty-seven hits. A team batting average of .407. 
Four homers. Six triples. Eight doubles. Nineteen sin¬ 
gles. A team on-base percentage of .537. Team slug¬ 
ging - .758. Thirty-four RBI's. 

At times, stats can be overblown and not mean 
much. But early on, Agawam’s offensive prowess 
speaks volumes on what can only be described as a 
spectacular beginning for a veteran team (that started 


only one senior in the field during last year’s Division 
I quarterfinal loss to Amherst Regional). 

So, Coach Clark - what does all this mean? “We 
were all optimistic about our hitting going into the sea¬ 
son. We knew we could hit, and we knew we had 
great speed. But I can’t say anyone expected so 
much, so soon. But I continue to caution the kids that 
it’s one game at a time and the hitting can go away as 
fast as it comes,” Clark told us. 

Clark also can be comforted in the fact that his 
pitching staff over the first three games sports a nifty 
2.33 earned run average in 21 innings. The staff has 
allowed a combined 18 hits (si*-per game) and 11 
walks (that’s good) with 23 strikeouts (that’s good 
news, too).

Agawam softball ekes out 7-6 independent win over Comp 


All-Scholastic junior Teresa Bonavita came racing 
home on a passed ball to snap a 5-5 tie in the top of 
the seventh, lifting the Agawam High softball Brownies 
to a 6-5 win over Chicopee Comp on Tuesday, April 
15th, in independent schoolgirl action.

howling, and the region received two inches of wet 
snow. The Brownies, like most teams in the area, are 
backlogged with make-up games and (at presstime) 
are playing nearly every day this week. 

The • Brownies were ranked fifth in this past

Senior captain Vicky Taylor and senior All- 
Scholastic captain Nicole Gutowski each doubled in 
the inning. But Gorman was gunned down at the 
plate, and Taylor and Gutowski were stranded as the 
all-important insurance runs on a strikeout and flyout 
to end the inning.

Agawam High senior Chris Holl does it all 


It's almost overwhelming when reading the resume 
of Agawam High senior Chris Holl. The 17. year-old 
has accomplished so much, so often, it’s difficult to 
fathom when he ever has time to be one of the key 
members of a boys’ varsity volleyball team that seems 
intent on seriously challenging for a second-straight 
Western Mass, title. 

"I guess you can say I am disciplined and have 
learned time management very well,’’ Chris 'said. 
“Trying to find a balance between studies, sports, and 
extracurricular activities inside and outside of school 
has been a challenge at times, but it’s all been worth 
it.” 

The National Honor Society member is ranked 10th 
in the graduating Class of 2003. He’s heading for 
Hartwick College in Oneonga, New York State (near 
Cooperstown), to major in biology and pre-med. Chris 
hopes to become a doctor someday. He likes kids and 
will pursue pediatrics as his specialty. 

Last weekend, for example, the AHS band (he 
plays the trombone, is the band’s co-president this 
year, and performs in the school’s concert and jazz 
bands) held a fundraising bredkfast at the Middle 
School where Chris dressed as the Easter bunny. “I 
have always liked working with kids, and you could 
say I was very popular with the little ones when I was 
in that bunny suit,” he admitted with a laugh. 

Perhaps Chris draws on his strong involvement 
with Sacred Heart Church in Feeding Hills as a source 
of his character and commitment. He has been an 
alter.-server there for nine years; assists his mother, 
Teresa, as a religious education teacher to kinder¬ 
garteners; and is a member of the popular Sacred 
Heart Church band. 

Boy scouting (one of his true passions) is another 
area where Chris can look to as being crucial to his 
overall makeup and why he continues to have such a 
positive impact on younger scouts as a role model 
and leader. 

He earned his Eagle Scout status three years ago 
at the tender age of 14, and since then he has served 
as a junior assistant scoutmaster. He joined scouting 
at age five and sought the prestigious rank of Eagle 
Scout because of his admiration for his late grandfa¬ 
ther, Louis Brueno, an Eagle Scout himself. Chris 
dedicated his Eagle Scout award to his granddad, the 
family member whom he points to as getting him inter¬ 
ested in scouting. Chris worked feverishly to achieve 
the rank before his granddad passed away. He did. 

“I wanted so badly for my granddad to see me 
reach Eagle Scout. Actually, I received the rank very 
young and it came with so much work from myself and 
with the support and involvement from my family." 

Since earning his Eagle Scout rank in June 2000, 
Chris soon became an junior assistant scoutmaster 
and has worked tirelessly to assist younger scouts in 
their dreams of becoming an Eagle Scout themselves. 

"My experiences in scouting and all that goes with 
it is part of the reason I am able to stay focused and 
organized. Scouting has always been an important 
part of my life. My interest in the medical field began 
when I started taking First Aid classes as a scout. My 
mother was my cub scout leader, and my father 
(Herb) has always been totally commited and involved 
in my progress through scouting. There is no way I 
could have achieved so much in scouting without my 
parents." 

Chris’ success as an athlete at AHS, likewise, plays 
a role in what he’s all about. Last fall, he was select¬ 
ed Second Team All-Scholastic by the Sunday 
Republican as a defender for the boys’ varsity soccer 
team that reached the WMass. Division I tournament 
for the first time since 1998. He also played in the 
WMass. Senior All-Star Soccer game. 

He was a member of the Sunday Republican’s All- 
Academic Sports Team for the fall of 2002. 

In volleyball, Chris is one of Coach Pat Demers’ 
three senior captains, and their team is currently 
ranked number two in the weekly “Fab Five Poll" with 
a 4-1 record. He returns to the Brownies as a starter

from last year’s WMass. Division I champs. Starting to 
get the picture about Chris Holl? 

His prowess in the classroom starts and stops with 
a variety of honors and advanced placement courses. 
His schedule this year includes AP English 12, anato¬ 
my and physiology, advanced math (honors), AP 
French 5, honors physics, band, and gym. 

The plan to become a doctor explains why Chris 
enjoys anatomy and physiology. English teacher 
Kathy Mouneimneh and physics teacher Arthur Gage 
top his faculty list. 

For chow, pizza is his favorite fare; for a place to 
eat, it’s The Olive Garden in Enfield. On the tube, 
Chris enjoys “CSI” (more medical stuff), and the movie 
“The Majestic” is what he likes on the big screen. His 
color is fire engine red. Rap music (especially the 
band 50 Cent) and techno are what Chris describes 
as good listening. 

“I really like techno music (Paul Oakenfold) 
because of my music background. I try to analyze it. 
Also, I listen to some techno music to get my adrena¬ 
lin going before a soccer or volleyball game.” 

His dream wagon would be a red Corvette. He 
drives a 1992 black Oldsmobile Cutlass Supreme S 
(108,000 miles), which was given to him by his grand¬ 
parents. He roots for the Red Sox. His 18th birthday is 
August 2nd. 

Chris carries a huge grade point average of 96.98. 
He says no matter how busy he becomes, his school- 
work remained a top priority. Chris credits in parents 
for instilling in him good study habits early on. “My 
parents always made sure school was my top priority. 
And then I was able to balance everything - school, 
sports, scouting, music, and all the other extracurricu¬ 
lar activities. But keeping high grades in school was a 
key to everything else coming together.” 

His other AHS activities include French National 
Honor Society (where he received a French poster 
award as a freshman and sophomore), Students 
Against Drunk Driving, American Intercultural 
Programs Club (AFS), Poetry Club (he participated in 
a Springfield Public Library Poetry Contest as a soph¬ 
omore), being a participant in Rotary International 
Leadership Awards (sophomore), and-Renaissance 
Gold Plus. 

Chris is particularly proud of being named as a 
"Champions of Character” winner in January. He 
appeared on TV News 40 as an area high school stu¬ 
dent who exemplies role model and leadership quali¬ 
ties as well as outstanding community service. 

No kidding. 

Chris calls his four-year affiliation with the school’s 


music program - marching band, concert band, and 
jazz band - as memorable and an important part of his 
high school experience. 

‘All of the practice, competitions, special band trips 
every May (a cruise to Key West as a freshman; visit¬ 
ing Disney in Orlando as a sophomore; and going to 
Virginia as a junior), the football games ... all of it was 
great. I made a lot of close friends through the band. 
It’s one big family. It opened more doors to self¬ 
esteem and leadership qualities.” 

As the band’s co-president in 2002-2003, Chris 
helped to plan the upcoming early May trip to Chicago 
with band Director Tamara Watson. 

He says running from a soccer or volleyball game 
to one of his other commitments is part of the normal 
day. "There’s not much time in-between things, espe¬ 
cially in the fall when there’s barely enough time to eat 
or sleep. But it all gets done. You learn to do it by pay¬ 
ing attention to the little things so the big things don’t 
seem so big.” 

His take on the current volleyball season; "This 
team is very close and very good. It was the greatest 
feeling in the world to win WMass. last year. I think it’s 
very fair to compare this year’s team with last year’s 
team, too. Although we lost some very good players, 
we have a very close group this year. The chemistry is 
very good. We have strong senior leadership and 
there are no weak players. Everyone has a role to 
play and we feel we can win it all again.” 

Chris is again an outside hitter for the team. 
However, so far he’s getting more aggressive offen¬ 
sively after being a defensive specialist in 2002. “I still 
play defense, but getting a chance to attack is a lot of 
fun and I’m having a great time." 

He is looking forward to a return match vs. rival 
Minnechaug Regional at home on April 29th. The 
Falcons are the only blemish on Agawam's record so 
far. “Our first match against them was over in 
Wilbraham on their home court. It was intense. Now it 
will be our turn." 

As a defender in soccer, he says a memorable 
sports moment for him was when he scored his only 
goal of the season against Westfield. “It was their 
‘Senior Night’ and I got a goal. I didn’t get a chance to 
score much because I concentrated on defense, but I 
will always remember that goal,” Chris said. 

As mentioned above, his parents are Herb & 
Teresa Holl. Both are Southwick natives. He has a 
younger sister, 15 year-old Alicia, who is a freshman 
at AHS. 

His parents are the folks whom he admires the 
most. “My parents have always been there for me. 
They are totally involved in everything that I am 
involved in, and they are great supporters. I wouldn’t 
be the kid I am today without them.” 

When he leaves AHS for good in June, Chris is a 
bit unsure about how he wishes to be remembered: “I 
guess you could say that in a simple way, I tried to be 
a person who wanted to make people feel better with 
a joke or by cheering them up. I hoped I could make 
someone’s day better.”

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What you nueed to have 
a good fishing trip... 

The fish are moving, looking for food, and getting 
ready to spawn. There is one thing which you need to 
get ready so that you will have a good trip out. . 

Your rods need to be checked for cracks, and 
make sure that the eyes on the rods are strong with¬ 
out wear; that will wear the line and hurt the casting 
distance. 

Take the reel apart to clean, oil, and grease. Look 
for worn-out parts and replace them (like the roller on 
the bale). 

Put new line on your reels; this will improve your 
casting, and you will not lose fish from weak line. 

You need to organize your tackle to know what you 
have, what you need, and where it is. Have your 
hooks in one place next to your weights. 

Have a place for your crank baits (by type and 
size), spinner baits (by size), and rubber products 
(like worms, grubs, and tube baits). 

Also, put your jigs by size and weight. This will help 
you know what you need and where to find what you
